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TESTS FIND SEDATIVE, 
ANESTHETIC MIX 
CAUSED M J’S DEATH

LOS ANGELES The Los Angeles County coroner has 
ruled Michael Jackson’s death a homicide, and a 
combination of drugs was the cause, a law enforce- 
ment official told The Associated Press, a finding 
that makes it more likely criminal charges will be 
filed against the doctor who was with the pop star 
when he died. 

Forensic tests found the powerful anesthetic 
propofol acted together with at least two sedatives 
to cause Jackson’s death June 25 in his rented L.A. 
mansion, according to the official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity because the findings have 
not been publicly released. 

Dr. Conrad Murray a Las Vegas cardiologist who 
became Jackson’s personal physician weeks before 
his death, is the target of a manslaughter investiga- 
tion by the L.A. Police Department. A designation 
of homicide means that Jackson died at the hands 
of another, but does not necessarily mean a crime 
was committed. 

A search warrant affidavit unsealed Monday 
in Houston includes a detailed account of what 
Murray told investigators. 

According to the document, Murray said he’d 
been treating Jackson for insomnia for about six 
weeks with 50 milligrams of propofol every night 
via an intravenous drip. But he said he feared 
Jackson was forming an addiction to the anesthet- 
ic, which is normally used in hospitals only, and 
was attempting to wean his patient by lowering 
the dose to 25 milligrams and adding the sedatives 
lorazepam and midazolam. 

That combination succeeded in helping Jackson 
sleep two days prior to his death, so the next day, 
Murray told detectives he cut off the propofol— 
and Jackson fell asleep with just the two seda- 
tives. 

Then around 1:30 a.m. on June 25, starting with a 
10 -milligram tab of Valium, Murray said he tried a 
series of drugs instead of propofol to make Jackson 
sleep. But they didn’t work. 

Murray told detectives that around 10:40 a.m. he 
gave in to Jackson’s “repeated demands/requests” 
for propofol, which the singer referred to as his 
“milk.” He administered 25 milligrams of the 
white-colored liquid — a relatively small dose — and 
finally, Jackson fell asleep. 

Murray remained with the sedated Jackson for 
about 10 minutes, then left for the bathroom. No 


TECHNICALLY SPEAKING ... 

Homicide, or “death at the hands of another,” is 
one of several possible findings in a coroner’s 
death investigation. The designation does not 
necessarily mean a crime was committed though 
it is a useful starting point for prosecutors, said Dr. 
Michael Baden, the former chief medical examiner 
in New York City and a forensics expert involved 
in many high-profile murder cases. 

“It is an easier prosecution when the medical 
examiner calls it a homicide,” said Baden, who is 
not involved in the Jackson investigation, ap 

more than two minutes later, he returned— and 
found Jackson had stopped breathing. 

“There’s no surprise there” that death could 
result from such a combination, said Dr. David 
Zvara, anesthesia chairman at the University of 
North Carolina at Chapel Hill. 

‘All those drugs act in synergy with each other,” 
Zvara said. Adding propofol on top of all the other 
sedatives “tipped the balance.” 

Besides the propofol and two sedatives, the cor- 
oner’s toxicology report found other substances 


in Jackson’s system, but they were not believed to 
have been a factor in the singer’s death, the official 
told the AP. 

When he died, Jackson was skinny but not over- 
ly emaciated, and his body had bed sores, the offi- 
cial said. The singer is believed to have developed 
bed sores in the months following his 2005 acquit- 
tal of child molestation charges, when he went into 
seclusion and spent long stretches in bed. 

Murray has spoken to police and last week 
released a video saying he “told the truth and I 
have faith the truth will prevail.” Murray did not 
say anything about the drugs he gave to Jackson. 
Murray’s attorney, Edward Chernoff, had no imme- 
diate comment but has previously said Murray 
never administered anything that “should have” 
killed Jackson. 

A call to the coroner’s office was not returned 
Monday 

Jackson’s family released a statement Monday, 
saying it has “full confidence” in the legal process 
and the efforts of investigators. It concludes: “The 
family looks forward to the day that justice can be 
served.”

Illinois Senate President John Cullerton 
threatened Monday to push legislation rid- 
ding the University of Illinois of the last two 
holdout trustees, but faculty leaders delayed 
voting on its response to an admissions scan- 
dal that roiled the institution all summer. 

After two hours of closed-door meet- 
ings with President B. Joseph White and 
Chancellor Richard Herman, the Senate 
Executive Committee decided to scrap a 
draft statement about the leadership of the 
two administrators and vote on a new pro- 
posal later this week. The statement also 
is expected to include recommendations 
about changes to the admissions process 
and the board of trustees. 

White and Herman were given copies of 
the statement, which was not made avail- 
able to the public. While others have been 
calling for their resignations and assign- 
ing blame for an admissions system that 
allowed subpar but well-connected stu- 
dents into the university, the faculty have 
not yet weighed in. 

“It was a unanimous decision that we 
weren’t ready yet to vote,” said Spanish 
professor Joyce Tolliver, chair of the Senate 
Executive Committee. “We are dealing 
with a very important decision and we 
didn’t want to rush it.” 

The 15-member group will meet again 
Thursday If approved, their statement will 
be put to a vote of the full faculty Senate 
next week. 

White and Herman declined to com- 
ment following Monday’s meeting. Both 
have acknowledged problems with the 
admissions system, but have said they do 
not plan to resign. 

Meanwhile, reverberations could be 
felt outside of campus as two of the nine 
university trustees continued to defy Gov 
Quinn’s request that all board members 
resign. Cullerton (D- Chicago) threatened 
to pass legislation that would remove the 
final two trustees— Erances Carroll and 
James Montgomery— if they do not “resign 
with honor.”

It’s so addictive 


A look at Chicago’s smokers 
—and why they can’t quit

A home-invasion robbery at his South Side residence 
foiled Keith Shannon’s attempt to quit smoking. 

‘After getting hit across the head with a gun,” he said, 
“I needed a cigarette.” 

The stressful event brought a return to his old habit- 
hut not a happy return. The 29 -year-old valet at a down- 
town hotel faces the same scary thought each time he 
puts a cigarette to his lips. 

“It helps calm my nerves,” he said, “but it will also kill me.” 

Shannon has company Despite recent laws that fur- 
ther limit where they can smoke, despite tax hikes that 
have made Chicago the second-most-expensive place 
to smoke in the U.S., despite unyielding pressure from 
friends and family to quit, a sizable chunk of the popula- 
tion keeps lighting up. 


In Illinois, adult men are more likely to smoke than 
women, while high school girls are more likely to smoke 
than boys. African-Americans smoke at the highest rate 
among ethnic groups, while Asian- Americans smoke at 
the lowest rate. The poor and less educated smoke at 
higher rates as well. 

The group that smokes the most? The mentally ill. 
According to studies, people with mental illness smoke 
at nearly twice the rate as those without such disorders. 

Studies have identified a common genetic vulnerability 
to both mental illness and nicotine addiction, said Brian 
Hitsman, an assistant professor of preventive medicine 
at Northwestern University who researches tobacco use 
among psychiatric patients. 

Beyond the physical addiction, smokers repeatedly 
pointed to the stress relief that smoking provides. 

But the habit isn’t all that calming. Eor heavy smokers 
who can’t get their fix, withdrawal symptoms including 
nervousness, irritability and restlessness can develop in 
as little as two hours, Hitsman said.

Man, 81, robbed in West Loop 

A woman is accused of knocking an 81-year- 
old man to the ground in the West Loop and 
taking his wallet. Michelle Gandy, 41, was 
charged with felony robbery after the Sunday 
incident, according to Chicago police. The man 
approached Gandy asking for directions to the 
CTA Blue Line at about 4:50 p.m. in the 500 
block of South Clinton Street. Gandy told him 
she was going that way and began asking him 
for money, police said. 


Man falls 19 floors to his death 

A man who plummeted nearly 20 floors from 
a Lincoln Park high rise Monday night died 
from his injuries, police said. The victim, a man 
in his 30s, initially survived his fall from a 19th- 
floor condominium in the 2000 block of North 
Lincoln Park West at about 8:15 p.m., police 
and fire officials said. The victim landed in a 
tennis court below, police said, and was taken to 
Advocate Illinois Masonic Medical Center, where 
he died. Police suspect the death was a suicide.

WASHINGTON President Obama has 
approved creation of a new, special ter- 
rorism-era interrogation unit to be supervised 
by the White House, a top aide said Monday, 
further distancing his administration from 
President George W Bush’s policies. 

The administration also has decided that 
all U.S. interrogators will follow the rules for 
detainees laid out by the Army Field Manual, 
according to senior administration officials 
who spoke on condition of anonymity because 
they were not authorized to discuss the deci- 
sion. That decision aims to end years of fierce 
debate over how rough U.S. personnel can get 
with terror suspects in custody 

The new unit does not mean the CIA is 
now out of the interrogation business, deputy 
White House press secretary Bill Burton told 
reporters covering the vacationing Obama at 
Oak Bluffs, Mass. 

Burton said the unit will include “all these 
different elements under one group,” and he

said that it will be situated at the FBI head- 
quarters in Washington. 

The unit would be led by an FBI official, 
with a deputy director from somewhere in 
the government’s vast intelligence apparatus, 
and members from across agencies. It will be 
directly supervised by the White House, but 
the senior administration officials insisted 
the unit’s agency bosses will make operational 
decisions, not the White House. 

The officials also said that in cases where 
terror suspects are transferred to other coun- 


tries, the U.S. will work harder to ensure the 
suspect is not tortured. 

Separately, Burton said that a recommen- 
dation now before Atty Gen. Eric Holder to 
reopen and pursue prisoner abuse cases is a 
decision for Holder to make without interven- 
tion from the president. 

The structure of the new unit the White 
House is creating would depart significantly 
from such work under the previous admin- 
istration, when the CIA had the lead and 
sometimes exclusive role in questioning A 1 
Qaeda suspects. 

Obama campaigned vigorously against 
Bush’s interrogation policies in his suc- 
cessful run for the presidency. He has said 
more recently he didn’t particularly favor 
prosecuting Bush administration officials 
in connection with instances of prisoner 
abuse. Obama still believes “we should be 
looking forward, not backward,” Burton 
said Monday

Remember, the most dangerous threat is the one that lurks among 
you. Your client will call them “guests,” 

When it comes to keeping a celebrity wedding under wraps, you 
have to be as precise and secretive as a spy 
“It's like a military operation,” explains L,A, wedding planner Lisa 
Vorce, who's been coordinating the nuptial celebrations of high-pro- 
file celebrities, politicians and athletes for nine years. 

So if Chelsea Clinton is getting married on Martha's Vineyard 
in the next week— and some chatty islanders plus the National 
Enquirer insist that she is— it should help to have a former com- 
mander in chief, a current secretary of state and a brigade of Secret 
Service agents acting as her co-conspirators. Though they've 
never confirmed an engagement, rumor has it that Bill and Hillary 
Clinton's 29 -year-old daughter will wed longtime boyfriend Marc 
Mezvinsky at the estate of Ted Danson and Mary Steenburgen, or 


some other family friend's estate. Or not. 

Everyone from the Clinton camp has vigorously denied that any 
such affair is in the works, but that's a strategy straight out of Secret 
Wedding Planning loi, 

“We deny, deny, deny,” Vorce says, “So if anyone asks. Are you guys 
doing that event?': Absolutely not, no. Gosh, I would love to do that 
event,"' 

It's all part of the Manhattan Project of event planning: the secret 
celebrity wedding. And they're all secret these days. There's no choice, 
really If Madonna or Jessica Simpson were to announce the date and 
locale of their next wedding, the crush of paparazzi would be so thick 
that neither bride would make it anywhere near the altar. 

Hence, these covert operations, carried out by experts who've 
spent years strategizing maneuvers to allow their high-target clients 
to wed in private— or at least, what passes for private in the land of 
the famous. 



Control the guests 




Administer an aiias 

“Erom the very first minute we meet with them, we give them an 
alias. It's John and Sally Smith,' wedding in August '09,” says Vorce, 
who from then on is the conduit for her client, telling none of the 
caterers, venues or florists who the event is for, 

Vorce videotapes tours of potential venues; bringing her clients 
there in person is too risky. She once did an event for Kobe Bryant 
and met the caterer at the venue; paparazzi tailed her there, stole a 
logo off the caterer's van, traced the caterer's personal connections 
and called to harass her parents into giving up details of the soiree, 
“There are no limits,” Vorce says, to what paparazzi will do in 
hopes of getting photos that can be sold to tabloids for tens of 
thousands of dollars. She shreds everything, knowing her trash is 
picked through regularly Even as the wait staff and bartenders arrive 
for the big day, they won't know whom they're serving. By the time 
they find out, they will have signed nondisclosure agreements legally 
barring them from letting the word out — though V)rce admits this 
rarely produces foolproof privacy 



The most crucial step to pulling off a secret 
wedding is keeping the guest list very 
small— “and I don't know if that's possible 
for a family like the Clintons,” says Yifat 
Oren, who has planned weddings for Charlie 
Sheen and Kevin Costner, 

Paper invitations are the ultimate liabil- 
ity Ashlee Simpson and Pete Wentz risked 
sending save-the-dates but left off the time 
and location. Those details were delivered 
by phone and text message; guests were 
asked to park at a remote lot and were then 
shutded to the wedding. 

If you really don't want guests to let the 
cat out of the bag, “just lie to them,” New 
Y)rk City-based celebrity wedding plan- 
ner Michelle Rago says, “Y)u get them 
there for a completely different reason, and 
by the time it's over, it's over,” (See: Julia 
Roberts' 2002 4th of July party, where she 
and Danny Moder surprised their guests by 
getting hitched just before midnight; Sandra 
Bullock's 2005 birthday party, when she wed 
Jesse James,) 
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Scout the location 

It’s best to leave the country Did you see those 
pictures of Scarlett Johansson’s wedding last 
year to Ryan Reynolds? No. Because they were 
at an island nature preserve off the Canadian 
coast with only 40 friends and relatives. Jennifer 
Garner and Ben Affleck invited no one to their 
2005 nuptials in Turks and Caicos. Kenny 
Chesney and Renee Zellweger wed in a secret 
2005 wedding in the Virgin Islands, though the 
marriage ended four months later. Seal and 
Heidi Klum made it official on a Tuesday in 
Mexico. 

But when a high-profile pair wants to wed in 
the U.S., seclusion is key 


Secure the premises 

Planners work with specialized security com- 
panies to thwart paparazzi and onlookers. 
Blueprints are drawn up to cover any outside 
space, no-fly zones are requested when possible, 
and guards are stationed around the perimeter 
of the property and in nearby boats at water- 
front weddings. 

Still, no plan is so airtight it can’t be breached. 
Guards were on location throughout Avril 
Lavigne’s 2006 wedding to Deryck Whibley 
at a private estate in Montecito, Calif, recalls 
her wedding planner, Mindy Weiss. Halfway 
through the reception, however, came a rum- 
bling from the bushes. An animal? No. Just an 
enterprising paparazzi who’d buried himself 
beneath a hedge the day before the wedding. 

“They’ll go to bizarre, great lengths,” Weiss 
sighs. 

But the truth is, we’re all paparazzi now, with 
our iPhones and BlackBerrys and digital cam- 
eras. Celebrities are one bratty nephew’s text 
message away from being swarmed with media. 
Enter the metal detectors and mandatory gad- 
get check, with all electronic devices collected 
at the door. 



Any open space must be tented to thwart heli- 
copters. An indoor affair at a private residence 
is optimal. Beyonce reportedly evaded onlook- 
ers by traveling in the cargo area of a flower 
delivery truck to Jay-Z’s apartment building 
for their 2008 wedding. 

Wedding planner Oren thought Kevin 
Costner and bride Christine Baumgartner 
would be protected by the expansiveness of 
their 160 -acre ranch in Colorado. But paparazzi 
climbed a nearby mountain and caught images 
of the 2004 soiree with high-powered lenses. 

Have a wedding anywhere outside, Vorce 
says, and “you’re a sitting duck.” 



Create a diversion 

Weiss had her first brush with celebrity 
wedding mania in 1997. Photographers used 
cherry pickers to get shots of the wedding 
she’d planned for Brooke Shields and Andre 
Agassi. 

“Besides being wedding planners, we 
become escape artists,” Weiss says. “We sit 
here in my office and strategize on how to 
do this.” 

Often a limo with a piece of tulle hanging 
from the rear door is sent out as a decoy 

“It’s a little bit of a game that we play with 
the paparazzi,” Vorce admits. “Because we 
can leak certain things to send them in the 
wrong direction.” 

So this chatter about Chelsea and Marc 
on Martha’s Vineyard? 

It might be all part of a master plan. Or 
not.
